‘Cutting the Vagus Nerves 


A number of people have written to say 
that they have been utterly miserable since 
their vagus nerves were cut during an 
operation for an wicer. 
Some say they feel as if 
their stomachs remained 
full, and they keep belch- 
ing foul gas. Others say 
they have miserabie 
diarrhoea that no-one can 
stop; others say that their 
abdomens~just feel ter- 
ribly uncomfortable; 
others say that the cutting 
of the nerves was sup- 
posed to keep them from 
getting a new ulcer, but already they have. 
a new ulcer that is more painful than the 
old one.

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‘NOT A DECLINING RESOURCE’ SAYS HAIG-BROWN : 
- Rosy Future for Salmon Fishery 


CAMPBELL RIVER--One of Canada’s leading authori- 
ties on fisheries conservation and management is highly 
optimistic about the future of the Pacific Coast salmon 
fishery. 

“T do not look @n salmon runs as a declining resource,” 
Roderick Haig-Brown, Campbell River magisirate and 
author, told the Rotary Club here. 

“Projections made at the recent Canadian Natural 
Resources Conference indicate that by the 1980s we. will 
be taking two to three times as many pinks, two times as 
many sockeye, and two times as many dog salmon.” 

* * * 

He cautioned, however, that by the same time, catches 
of the two sports species, springs and cohoes, will only 
have Increased slightly ever the present h. t total. 

“This is because they are the two ha’ fish to do 
anything with, spending at jeast part of their life in fresh 
water,” he said. . 

Mr. Haig- Brown told Rotarians the three distinct 
aspects’ of salmon ¥onservation are positive salmon de- 
velopment, salmon protection, and fish distribution.

_ TOKYO (UPI) — The United States air force _ 
reported that a B-57 fighter bomber accidentally 
fired 16 rounds of 20 millimeter ammunition today 
into Nakaminato city, about 60 miles north of 
Tokyo.
